GENERAL  POLICY  AND  INFORMATION  STATEMENT 


The  General  Research  Support  Grant  program  is  complementary  to 
other  forms  of  National  Institutes  of  Health  (NIH)  and  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health  (NIMH)  grants-in-aid.     The  program 
provides  funds  to  institutions  for  the  support  of  their  health- 
related  research  and  research  training  activities.  Grant 
policies  encourage  an  institution  to  meet  emerging  opportunities, 
to  explore  new  and  unorthodox  ideas,  to  permit  early  support 
of  promising  scientists,  and  to  utilize  funds  flexibly  to 
improve  and  foster  present  and  long-range  instr'.tutional  scientific 
excellence . 

INSTITUTIONAL  ELIGIBILITY 

Institutions  that  may  apply  for  General  Research  Support  Grants 
are  limited  to  the  following:     health  professional  schools; 
nonfederal  hospitals   (whether  or  not  a  component  of  a  university); 
state  and  municipal  health  agencies;  and  other  nonprofit, 
nonacademic  research  organizations  engaged  in  health-related 
research.     In  this  program  each  health  professional  school — e.g., 
a  school  of  dentistry,  medicine,  nursing,  osteopathy,  pharmacy, 
public  health,  or  veterinary  medicine— is  considered  an 
"institution"  even  though  it  may  be  one  component  of  a  university. 

The  following  may  not  apply  for  General  Research  Support  Grants: 
academic  institutions  or  their  components  other  than  health 
professional  schools,  Federal  hospitals,  Federal  agencies,  and 
foreign  institutions. 

Aoadem-lo  inst-ttutions  may  a'p'pty  for  -institutional  support  for 
oomponents  other  than  their  health  professional  schools  imder 
the  Biomedical  Sciences  Support  Grant  program.  Information 
about  this  program  is  available  from  the  General  Reseajrch 
Support  Branchy  Division  of  Resea:rch  Facilities  and  Resources ^ 
National  Institutes  of  Health. 
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II.     USES  OF  GRANT 

The  program  is  designed  to  permit  wide  flexibility  in  the  use 
of  the  funds  awarded,  to  complement  rather  than  displace  other 
NIH  and  NIMH  awards,  and  to  complement  institutional  funds 
devoted  to  health-related  research  or  research  training  programs. 
This  flexibility  will  not  be  fully  utilized  if  the  Grant  is 
used  for  activities  that  can  be  supported  by  other  research  and 
research  training  funds.     Therefore,  institutions  are  encouraged 
to  obtain  specific  support  from  other  sources  for  activities 
initiated  under  the  General  Research  Support  Grant. 

The  General  Research  Support  Grant  may  be  used  for  allowable 
direct  costs  of  health-related  research  and  research  training 
activities,  as  defined  either  in  this  General  Policy  and 
Information  Statement  or  in  the  relevant  sections  of  the  NIH 
"Policy  Statements"  for  "Grants  for  Research  Projects"  and 
"Grants  for  Training  Projects."    The  Grant  may  not  be  used 
for  indirect  costs  or  for  those  costs  listed  in  Section  VI-B 
under  Charges  Not  Allowed. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  ways  in  which  General  Research 
Support  Grants  may  benefit  institutions: 

Support  of  Research:     Initiation  of  research  activities; 
support  of  research  activities  during  transition  of 
staff  members  from  one  location  or  activity  to  another; 
support  of  promising  ideas  that  require  further  explora- 
tion and  development ;  support  of  collaboration  between 
research  disciplines  where  project-type  support  is 
difficult  to  formulate. 

Support  of  Personnel:     Provision  of  salary  support  for 
faculty,  staff  members,  and  supporting  technical  personnel. 

Support  of  Resources:     Payment  of  costs  directly  related 
to  the  establishment  and  operation  of  central  research 
resources,  such  as  computer  centers,  animal  facilities, 
instrument  shops,  etc. 

Other  Uses:     Support  of  certain  activities  formerly  covered 
by  research  project  grants  for  which  specific  programs  are 
no  longer  available;  providing  supplemental  support  during 
a  current  research  project  grant  period  for  increased  costs 
of  health-related  research  and  research  training  resulting 
from  institution-wide  salary  increases.     (The  latter 
normally  should  be  provided  by  current  research  and  research 
training  grants.) 
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III.     ADMINISTRATION  OF  GRANTS 

Att  a ommuni cations  related  to  this  program  should  he  addressed 
to  the  General  Research  Support  Branch,  Division  of  Research 
Facilities  and  Resources ,  National  Institutes  of  Health ,  which 
is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  General  Research 
Support  Grant  program.     This  responsibility  includes  receipt  and 
review  of  the  applications,  determination  of  applicant  eligibility, 
computation  and  award  of  grants,  receipt  and  review  of  annual 
reports,  and  evaluation  of  the  overall  program." 

The  program  will  be  administered  in  accordance  with  the  policies 
set  forth  in  this  Statement  and,  with  respect  to  matters  not 
covered  herein,  in  the  NIH  "Policy  Statements"  for  "Grants  for 
Research  Projects"  and  "Grants  for  Training  Projects." 

Each  grantee  has  the  authority  and  responsibility  for  establish- 
ing priorities  and  allocating  grant  funds  in  support  of  its 
health-related  research  and  research  training.     Because  the 
Program  Director  will  be  responsible  for  the  institution's  admin- 
istration of  this  Grant  and  for  the  review  and  evaluation  of 
supported  activities,  he  should  be  a  scientist  experienced  in 
making  discriminative  scientific  and  administrative  judgments. 

IV.     PROCEDURE  TO  APPLY 

The  General  Research  Support  Grant  is  an  annual  award.  Institu- 
tions must  establish  eligibility  each  year  by  providing  the  data 
required  below. 

NOTE:     For  current  grantees  that  fail  to  maintain  the  minimal 
criterion  of  $100,000  of  NIH  and  NIMH  research  project  grants, 
short-term  continued  support  at  a  reduced  level  may  be  provided 
(see  Section  V).     Specific  instructions  will  be  provided  each 
year  to  such  grantees. 

A.     Each  applicant  must  provide  a  list  of  its  allowable  NIH  and 
NIMH  research  project  grants,  with  grant  period  beginning 
dates  that  fall  within  the  latest  complete  twelve-month  period, 
July  1  through  June  30,  inclusive.     A  minimum  of  $100,000 
in  such  grants  is  required  before  the  application  will  be 
accepted  for  further  review.     In  addition,  the  NIH  and  its 
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advisory  groups  will  consider  the  degree  of  diversity, 
complexity,  and  breadth  of  the  institution's  total  biomedical 
research  and  research  training  activities,  including  those 
supported  from  sources  other  than  NIH  and  NIMH.     In  estab- 
lishing eligibility  for  General  Research  Support,  the  NIH 
reserves  the  right  to  determine  the  acceptability/  of.  any 
grant  listed  in  the  application.

Credit  for  any  grant  in  the  above  categories  may  be  claimed 
by  only  one  component  of  an  institution.     Grants  to  an  academic 
institution  may  not  be  credited  to  any  of  its  affiliated 
hospitals. 

If  an  earlier  grant  for  a  research  project  was  included  in  a 
prior  or  current  request  for  a  Biomedical  Sciences  Support 
Grant,  continuation  or  supplemental  grants  for  that  research 
project  may  not  normally  be  included  in  a  General  Research 
Support  Grant  application.     If  the  scientific  responsibility 
for  the  research  project  has  been  transferred  within  a 
university  to  a  health  professional  school,  however,  contin- 
uation and  supplemental  grants  may  be  included  in  a  General 
Research  Support  Grant  application,  subject  to  approval  by 
the  NIH.     Requests  for  such  changes,  including  the  basis 
for  the  change,  must  be  furnished  to  the  General  Research 
Support  Branch  at  the  time  the  continuation  application 
for  the  research  project  grant  is  forwarded  to  the  NIH  or 
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the  NIMH.     In  no  case  may  an  NIH  or  NIMH  research  project 
grant  be  used  to  support  more  than  one  General  Research 
Support  Grant  application  or  concurrent  applications  for  a 
General  Research  Support  Grant  or  Biomedical  Sciences 
Support  Grant. 

A  research  project  grant  awarded  for  research  in  a  basic 
science  department  or  division  that  is  shared  by  two  or  more 
schools  of  a  university  may  be  included  in  only  a  single 
General  Research  Support  Grant  or  Biomedical  Sciences 
Support  Grant  application;  these  grants  may  not  be  prorated. 
If  the  research  activity  involved  is  such  that  the  decision 
as  to  which  school  is  to  receive  credit  is  difficult, 
decisions  should  be  made  on  a  cooperative  basis  between 
the  heads  of  the  schools  involved;  where  necessary  the 
final  decision  should  be  made  by  the  head  of  the  university. 
Institutions  may  not  change  this  designation  without 
approval  from  the  NIH.     Requests  for  changes,  including 
the  basis  for  the  change,  must  be  furnished  to  the  NIH  at 
the  time  the  continuation  application  for  the  research 
project  grant  is  forwarded  to  the  NIH  or  the  NIMH. 

B.  An  applicant  institution  which  did  not  receive  a  General 
Research  Support  Grant  for  the  current  year  must  furnish  a 
Research  Profile.     This  Profile  should  include  a  brief  descrip- 
tion of  all  health-related  activities  supported  from  sources 
other  than  NIH  and  NIMH,  the  amount  of  expended  funds,  the 
title  of  each  research  project  supported,  the  names  and 
curricula  vitae  of  key  principal  investigators,  and  a  short 
summary  of  the  future  health  commitments  of  the  institution, 
the  source  and  amounts  of  anticipated  funds,  and  years  of 
projected  support. 

NOTE:     Current  grantees  considered  by  the  NIH  or  its 
advisory  groups  to  meet  only  minimal  requirements  with 
respect  to  diversity,  complexity,  or  breadth  of  supported 
research  activity  may  be  requested  to  furnish  a  Research 
Profile. 

C.  The  applicant  institution  must  also  describe  its  organiza- 
tional arrangements  for  program  and  financial  administration, 
including  the  extent  to  which  these  arrangements  involve 
other  institutions  such  as  universities,  medical  schools. 
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or  state  agencies.     The  following  questions  should  be  answered 
and  explained  where  appropriate:     (1)  Is  there  a  separate 
board  of  trustees  or  similar  evidence  of  organizational 
autonomy?     (2)  Does  the  institution  own  all  of  its  laboratories 
or  research  facilities?     (3)  Does  the  institution  carry  on 
research  in  its  own  facilities?     (4)  Does  the  institution 
disburse  funds  to  other  organizations  to  do  research  in  their 
facilities? 

NOTE:     Current  grantees  need  not  furnish  this  information 
provided  that  reference  is  made  to  an  earlier  application 
.     and  the  statement  made  that  the  information  therein  is  still 
correct. 

D.  An  applicant  institution  which  did  not  receive  a  General 
Research  Support  Grant  for  the  current  year  must  furnish  a 
narrative  description  of  plans  for  the  use  of  grant  funds 

;  in  support  of  the  institution's  health-related  research  and 
research  training  programs.     This  statement  should  broadly 
identify  and  discuss  immediate  and  long-range  objectives, 
major  changes  that  can  be  expected,  and  the  personnel, 
equipment,  and  facilities  that  will  be  required  to  achieve 
the  stated  objectives. 

.    NOTE:     Current  grantees  need  not  furnish  this  information  as 
part  of  their  application  unless  it  is  requested  by  the  NIH. 
Current  grantees  should  provide  this  information  by  integrating 
statements  of  future  plans  with  a  description  of  accomplish- 
ments and  uses  of  grant  funds  in  the  Annual  Narrative  Progress 
Report. 

E.  The  applicant  institution  must  furnish  a  statement  describing 
the  mechanism  to  be  used  for  discharging  the  institutional 
responsibilities  described  under  Section  III  above.  Where 
appropriate,  a  description  of  the  composition  of  the  groups 
involved  should  be  included. 

NOTE:     Current  grantees  need  not  furnish  this  information 
provided  that  reference  is  made  to  an  earlier  application  and 
the  statement  made  that  the  information  therein  is  still 
correct.

V.     COMPUTATION  OF  GRANT 

As  shown  below,  the  size  of  the  awards  will  be  computed  on  the 
total  amount  of  allowable  research  projer-.t  grants  awarded  by 
the  NIH  and  NIMH  for  support  of  research  of  the  applicant 
institution  during  the  latest  completed  twelve-month  period, 
July  1  through  June  30,  inclusive. 

Percentage  Applied  in  Amount  of  NIH  and  NIMH 

Computation  of  Grant  Research  Project  Grant  Support 

30%  of   the  first  $200,000,  plus 

25%  of   $200,001  to  $500,000,  plus 

20%  of   $500,001  to  $1,000,000,  plus 

10%  of   $1,000,001  to  $2,000,000,  plus 

5%  of   $2,000,001  to  $6,000,000 

0%  of   $6,000,001  and  over 

The  sum  of  the  amounts  produced  by  application  of  this  formula 
will  be  increased  or  decreased  by  whatever  uniform  factor  is 
required  to  adjust  awards  for  all  institutions  to  the  total  funds 
available  for  General  Research  Support  Grants. 

Grants  are  made  annually  for  the  calendar  year  January  1  through 
December  31.     Payments  normally  will  be  made  under  the  same 
procedure  as  used  for  NIH  research  project  grants. 

For  the  1969  grant  year  only,  it  is  anticipated  that  excessive 
reductions  in  the  amounts  of  General  Research  Support  Grants  to 
individual  grantee  institutions  retaining  eligibility  will  be 
prevented  by  providing  each  grantee  an  award  of  at  least  80  percent 
of  the  grantee's  1968  award,  with  a  maximum  reduction  of  $50,000.

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For  the  1970  Grant  year  only,  it  is  anticipated  that  each  such 
grantee  will  receive  an  award  of  at  least  64  percent  of  the 
grantee's  1968  award,  with  a  maximum  reduction  of  $100,000. 

Any  current  grantee  that  does  not  maintain  the  minimal  criterion 
of  $100,000  in  allowable  NIH  and  NIMH  research  project  grants 
will  normally  receive  two  additional  years  of  support  at  a 
reduced  level.     The  award  for  the  first  such  year  will  be  80 
percent  of  the  institution's  last  earned  award;  the  award  for 
a  second  consecutive  such  year  will  be  50  percent  of  the 
previous  year's  award.     To  receive  this  reduced  support,  insti- 
tutions must  apply  each  year  (see  Section  IV). 

The  NIH  reserves  the  right,  after  appropriate  negotiations  with 
grantee  institutions,  to  limit  the  funding  described  above. 

FISCAL  INFORMATION 

A.     ALLOWABLE  CHARGES 

1.     Direct  health-related  research  and  research  training 
expenses  incurred  within  the  Grant  year  may  be  charged 
to  the  Grant.     Charges  applicable  only  in  part  to 
health-related  research  and  research  training  must  be 
prorated  accordingly.     /Vo  prior  approval  from  NIH  is 
necessary  for  any  allowable  exppenditures  other  than 
for  printing  equipment  and  for  the  carryover  of  an 
unobligated  balance  (see  Section  VI-E).     In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Annual  Appropriations  Acts 
for  the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
no  indirect  costs  will  be  provided.     Use  of  funds  for 
specific  categories  and  types  of  expenditures  is 
governed  by  the  policies  set  forth  below  and,  with 
respect  to  matters  not  covered  herein,  by  the  NIH 
"Policy  Statements"  for  "Grants  for  Research  Projects" 
and  "Grants  for  Training  Projects." 

In  general,  expenditures  may  be  charged  on  the  same 
basis  as  under  the  research  project  and  research  training 
■\  project  grants  of  the  NIH,  provided  they  are  directly 

related  to  biomedical  research  or  research  training  and 
are  not  listed  below  under  "Charges  Not  Allowed."  Any 
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support  of  central  resources,  such  as  animal  facilities, 
instrument  and  machine  shops,  and  other  auxiliary 
services,  may  be  charged  only  in  direct  proportion  to 
the  time  that  is  actually  devoted  to  health-related 
research  and  research  training  activities.  Particular 
care  should  be  exercised  to  insure  that  these  costs  are 
not  also  charged  to  other  Federal  grants. 

Effective  January  1,  1968,  this  Grant  may  be  charged  with 
obligations,  commitments,  encumbrances  or  expenditures  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  grantee  makes  charges  to  its  research 
project  grants.     However,  stipends  are  to  be  reported  on 
an  expenditures  basis  (see  Section  3  below) . 

Accountability  for  all  equipment  purchased  with  Grant  funds 
is  governed  by  the  provisions  contained  in  the  NIH  "Policy 
Statement"  for  "Grants  for  Research  Projects,"  General 
Research  Support  Grant  policy  provides  that  accountability 
is  waived  provided  the  equipment  continues  to  be  used  for 
health-related  research  or  research  training. 

General  Research  Support  Grant  funds  may  be  used  to 
contract  for  services.     General  Research  Support  Grants 
may  not  be  subgranted. 

2.  Salaries  and  associated  fringe  benefits    paid  from  Grant 
funds  must  be  consistent  with  those  paid  from  the  grantee 
institution's  funds.     Charges  for  personnel  may  be  made 
only  for  that  portion  of  their  activities  that  is 
directly  related  to  health-related  research  and  research 
training.     Costs  resulting  from  institution-wide  salary 
increases  may  be  charged  only  as  they  relate  to  direct 
salary  costs  of  health-related  research  and  research 
training  activities. 

3.  Stipend,  tuition,  or  travel  payments  to  individuals 
appointed  as  research  fellows  or  trainees  must  be  in 
accordance  with  the  institution's  policies.     In  addition, 
stipends  paid  from  this  Grant  cannot  exceed  those 
authorized  under  NIH  policies  for  training  grants  and 
fellowships.     General  Research  Support  Grant  funds  cannot 
be  used  to  supplement  stipends  provided  by  other 
Federal  grants. 
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A  Statement  of  Appointment,  Form  PHS-2271,  is  required 
at  the  time  of  appointment  for  each  fellow  or  trainee. 
Grant  funds  may  not  be  used  for  the  support  of  any 
trainee  prior  to  the  submission  of  a  Statement  of 
Appointment  Form  to  the  NIH,     Each  form  should  report 
only  those  expenditures  that  are  anticipated  for  pay- 
ment in  relation  to  any  given  Grant  year  of  the  General 
Research  Support  Grant,  and  must  be  amended,  if  necessary, 
to  correspond  with  the  actual  payments  that  are  finally 
reported  on  the  Annual  Expenditures  Report.    A  Statement 
of  Appointment  Form  can  apply  only  to  one  General 
Research  Support  Grant  year;  therefore,  if  a  trainee's 
appointment  overlaps  more  than  one  grant  year,  a 
separate  form  for  the  trainee  must  be  submitted  for 
each  year  of  the  General  Research  Support  Grant. 
Continuing  obligations  and  expenditures  for  trainee 
stipends  beyond  December  31  are  to  be  reported  in  the 
following  year's  Expenditures  Report.  , 

4.  For  regular,  full-time  professional  degree  students 
(e.g.,  M.D.  D.D.S.,  D.V.M.,  and  Diploma  in  Public 
Health  candidates),  funds  may  be  used  to  support  their 
part-time  health-related  research  or  research  training, 
provided  that  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  research,  course, 
or  laboratory  work  that  is  required  for  the  professional 
degree.     Costs  incurred  for  that  portion  of  their  time 
that  is  devoted  to  fulfilling  requirements  for  the 
professional  degree  cannot  be  reimbursed  from  this  Grant. 

For  regular,  full-time  graduate  degree  students  in 
components  other  thaT\  the  health  professional  schools 
(e.g.,  M.S.  or  Ph.D.  degree  students  in  a  university 
graduate  school),  funds  may  be  used  to  reimburse  any 
costs  of  health-related  research  or  research  training, 
course  or  laboratory  work,  even  though  such  costs  are 
incurred  in  fulfilling  the  requirements  for  the  degree, 

5.  Alterations  and  renovations  of  research  facilities  may 

be  charged  to  this  Grant,  effective  January  1,  1969,  provided 
that  during  any  Grant  year  such  charges  do  not  exceed 
10  percent  of  the  General  Research  Support  Grant  received 
for  that  year,  or  $25,000,  whichever  amount  is  smaller. 
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In  addition.  General  Research  Support  Grant  expenditures 
for  a  single  alterations  and  renovations  project  cannot 
exceed  $10,000.     Under  no  condition  will  larger  expend- 
itures for  alterations  and  renovations  be  allowed. 

The  use  of  Grant  funds  for  alterations  and  renovations 
must  be  in  compliance  with  the  general  NIH  restrictions 
on  the  use  of  research  project  grant  funds  for  such 
purposes.     The  purchase  of  fixed  equipment  is  not  con- 
sidered alterations  or  renovations. 

The  following  examples  are  considered  to  be  alterations 
and  renovations: 

(1)  Work  which  adapts  the  physical  characteristics 
of  the  space  (dimensions,  surfaces,  furnishings, 
and  finishes)  to  the  needs  of  the  institution's 
research  and  research  training  program.  i 

(2)  Work  which  adapts  the  utility  services   (such  as 
plumbing,  electrical  power,  laboratory  services — 
air,  vacuum,  gas)  to  the  needs  of  the  institution's 
research  and  research  training  program. 

(3)  Work  which  adapts  the  environment  of  the  space 
(such  as  temperature  control,  air  conditioning, 
ventilation,  heating,  illumination,  acoustical 
treatment,  etc.)  to  the  needs  of  the  institu- 
tion's research  and  research  training  program. 

6.     Costs  of  Equipment  Installation.    As  described  below, 
certain  costs  in  connection  with  the  installation  of 
fixed  or  movable  equipment  are  not  considered  to  be 
alterations  and  renovations.     Allowable  installation 
charges  should  be  reported  as  part  of  the  equipment 
charge. 

Allowable  installation  costs  include: 

(1)     The  cost  of  gaining  access  to  the  position  of  use, 
e.g.,  temporary  removal  and  replacement  of  door 
frames,  windows,  and  wall  sections.     This  work  can 
be  described  as  the  necessary  dismantling  and 
replacement  of  real  property  required  to  place  the 
equipment  into  its  position  of  use. 
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(2)     Costs  of  setting  up  the  equipment  into  position  of 
use.     These  include  costs  of  connecting  the  item 
to  existing  utility  lines  within  the  room  and 
securing  the  equipment  into  position,  as  well  as 
the  removal  and  replacement  of  surface  finishes  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  equipment  which  have 
been  defaced  or  temporarily  removed  by  the  instal- 
lation process. 

CHARGES  NOT  ALLOWED 

1.  All  costs  normally  treated  as  indirect  costs  by  the  grantee 
institution. 

Research  administration  expenses  such  as  bookkeeping, 
personnel,  purchasing,  and  auxiliary  services,  including 
general  housekeeping  services  and  utilities,  are  indirect 
costs  and  may  not  be  charged  to  the  Grant.  (However, 
salaries  of  secretaries  who  record  research  findings, 
type  research  manuscripts,  and  perform  similar  research- 
related  activities  may  be  charged  in  proportion  to  the 
time  actually  devoted  to  such  activities.) 

2.  Construction. 

3.  Library  support.     Binding  costs  are  considered  library 
support  and  are  not  allowable.     (However,  the  costs  of 
books  and  periodicals  directly  related  to  biomedical 
research  and  research  training  projects  are  allowable.) 

4.  Payments  to  Federal  employees.     (For  exceptions  see  NIH 
"Policy  Statements"  for  "Grants  for  Research  Projects" 
and  "Grants  for  Training  Projects.") 

5.  Consultant  fees  to  employees  of,  or  persons  who  have 
appointments  to  the  staff  of,  the  grantee  institution 
(including  other  components  or  campuses  of  the  parent 
university). 

6.  Broad  institutional  planning  activities  are  considered 
by  the  NIH  to  be  program  management  activities  not 
directly  related  to  the  conduct  of  research,  and,  therefore, 

.    not  chargeable  as  direct  costs.     This  position  does  not 
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imply  that  there  is  no  appropriate  "planning"  involved 
in  research.     The  development  of  a  research  protocol  is 
so  intimately  involved  in  the  conduct  of  a  specific 
research  project  that  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  this 
type  of  planning  as  directly  related  to  research  and 
allowable  as  a  cost.     What  is  not  allowable  is  the 
more  general,  and  less  proximately  related,  planning 
that  may  precede  the  decision  to  undertake  a  specific 
research  activity.     For  example,  planning  to  do 
research  in  a  specific  area  is  not  research  per  se; 
once  the  decision  has  been  made  to  do  a  specific  project 
and  "plans"  are  bein;j  made  for  the  procedural  aspects 
of  performing  the  work,  or  the  literature  review  is 
underway  or  completed,  these  types  of  planning  are 
appropriately  an  integral  part  of  the  research  itself 
and  expenditures  incurred  in  these  latter  two  "planning" 
activities  may  be  supported  with  General  Research 
Support  Grant  funds. 

7.  Travel,  other  than  that  solely  related  to  biomedii-.al 
research  or  research  training  activities.  Multiple 
purpose  travel  may  not  be  charged  to  the  Grant  even 
though  research  or  research  training  is  one  of  the 
purposes  for  the  travel. 

8.  Salary  for  the  Program  Director  of  the  General  Research 
Support  Grant,  deans,  associate  deans,  assistant  deans, 
research  coordinators,  supervisors  of  research,  or 
project  review  officers.     No  salary  support  for  these 
and  similar  research/administrative  positions  may  be 
charged  to  this  Grant;  however,  direct  costs  related 
solely  to  biomedical  research  activities  of  such  persons 
are  allowable. 

9.  Costs  of  research  and  research  training  (including 
stipends  and  tuition),  for  baccalaureate  degree  students. 

C.     ACCOUNTABILITY  OF  GRANT  FUNDS 


The  institution  must  maintain  a  separate  account  for  the 
General  P^esearch  Support  Grant  to  properly  account  for 
receipts  and  disbursements.     The  Grant  may  be  charged  only 
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with  obligations,  commitments,  encumbrances,  and  expendi- 
tures made  within  the  approved  Grant  period.  Interest  on 
grant  funds  must  be  handled  in  accordance  with  Department 
of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  policies. 

D.  AUDIT  OF  GRANT 

Each  grantee  shall  have  all  fiscal  documents  and  accounts 
connected  with  the  Grant  readily  available  for  audit. 
Expenditures  will  be  audited  for  conformity  with  the  fiscal 
policies  of  the  institution  and  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare. 

E.  UNOBLIGATED  BALANCE 

At  the  close  of  the  Grant  year,  the  unobligated  balance  not 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  General  Research  Support 
Grant  awarded  for  that  year  may  be  carried  forward  and  con- 
tinue to  be  available  for  expenditure.     No  prior  approval 
for  this  carryover  is  necessary,  nor  will  this  carryover 
affect  the  amount  to  be  awarded  for  the  succeeding  year. 

Prior  approval  must  be  obtained  from  the  NIH  to  carry  over 
funds  in  excess  of  the  current  year's  award.     To  request 
such  approval,  a  statement  describing  and  adequately 
justifying  the  use  of  these  funds  in  the  succeeding  year 
must  be  submitted  to  the  NIH  by  December  1.     If  approved, 
the  excess  funds  will  remain  available  for  expenditure 
without  affecting  the  amount  of  award  for  the  succeeding 
year. 

Carryover  funds  may  be  commingled  with  the  succeeding  General 
Research  Support  Grant  account. 

The  NIH,  after  negotiation  with  the  grantee,  may  also  limit 
the  amount  of  carryover  in  those  instances  where  the  grantee 
institution  is  not  entitled  to  a  full  Grant  for  the  succeeding 
year  or  does  not  otherwise  meet  program  requirements. 

VII.     ANNUAL  REPORTING 


Within  90  days  after  the  end  of  each  Grant  period,  each  grantee  is 
required  to  submit  an  Annual  Narrative  Progress  Report  and  an 
Annual  Expenditures  Report.     These  reports  provide  information 
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for  the  annual  NIH  evaluation  of  the  institutional  uses  of  the 
General  Research  Support  Grant  funds  during  the  preceding  year. 
This  evaluation  is  intended  to  provide  insight  into  the  degree 
to  which  these  Grants  have  improved  the  health-related  research 
and  research  training  at  institutions,  and  to  provide  informa- 
tion for  evaluation  and  planning  to  the  NIH,  National  Advisory 
Councils,  and  the  Congress. 


A.     ANNUAL  NARRATIVE  PROGRESS  REPORT 


The  purpose  of  the  Annual  Narrative  Progress  Report  is  to 
record  the  ways  in  which  this  Grant  has  affected  specific 
or  long-range  activities  and  programs  in  health-related 
research  and  research  training  within  the  institution. 
Specific  guidelines  for  the  preparation  of  this  report  will 
be  provided  annually.     Grantees  should  furnish  the  following 
information:     (1)  the  institution's  procedures  for  adminis- 
tering Grant  funds  if  such  procedures  were  different  from 
those  described  in  the  application;     (2)  the  general  nature 
of  Grant  expenditures;     (3)  any  policy  and  procedural  problems 
encountered  in  the  use  of  the  Grant  funds;     (4)  any  influence 
upon  the  course  of  biomedical  research  and  training  that  can 
be  attributed  to  the  use  of  the  Grant  funds;     (5)  an  evalua- 
tion of  the  accomplishments  and  changes  brought  about  by  the 
use  of  these  funds;  and  (6)  the  general  effect  of  the  General 
Research  Support  Grant  program  upon  the  Federal-institutional 
relationship. 


B.     ANNUAL  EXPENDITURES  REPORT 


The  purpose  of  the  Annual  Expenditures  Report  is  to  provide 
specific  information  on  all  charges  to  Grant  funds  during 
the  Grant  year,  including  expenditures  from  funds  carried 
over  from  the  preceding  Grant  year.     Expenditures  are  reported 
in  two  ways:     (1)  the  amounts  spent  in  major  areas  of  research 
and  research  training  (e.g.,  support  of  new,  pilot,  and 
established  reserirch  projects,  and  of  central  resources)  and 
(2)  the  amounts  spent  in  such  categories  as:
